What about wages? 


Wage* have ris4'n atcadilv for five 
years. Before (lip strike w hich be­ 
gan on Ja n u a ry 21 in fen of our 
plants and which lias choked off 
nearly all farm m achinery produc­ 
tion, earnings of em ployes of them* 
plants averaged $ 1. 15 > -j an hour, 
not including any overtim e. T he 
Union demanded a 34 cents per 
hour increase and a Governm ent 
board has now recommended a 
J 
enera I increase of 18 cents sn 
our. w hich would make average 
earnings $1..YO j an hour. W eekly 
average would la* $53.40, 


What about materials? 


No one seems to know how high 
m aterials costs w ill go. T h e Go\ 
em inent has increased sled prices 
as much aa $12.00 a ton, w ith an 
average increase for all grades of 
8.2 ', . Steel is the most im portant 
m aterial we buy, hut prices on 
other m ateriaisare also increasing. 


What about prices? 
T h e n has btvn no general increase 
in our prices sim e they u ert frozen 
hv the (internment in early 1942. 
Since then a few sm all increases 
have l>een allowed when- particu­ 
lar machines were substantially 
changed in design. 


What about profits? 


Bisk i n part o f the Am erican profit 
and loss system , so we do not, of 
«*our*e, ask either our customers 
or the G overnm ent to guarantee 
that we can l*e curtain of profits 
each year. Tho chart tells the 
story of our profit* during the war. 
A lth ou g h H a r v e s te r produced 
more good* than ever before, it 
had nodeaire to get rich out of w ar, 
so our rate of profit has steadily 
gone (down. W h a t our 1948 profit 
w ill is is extrem ely uncertain. 


What is the next step? 


As you can see our present situ 
ation is thai with frozen prices 
and dec lining profits, we are asked 
to pay higher m aterials cost* and 
to make the biggest wage increase 
in the history of the Com pany. 
Can we do this’’ 
W ages and m aterials consume 
sll hut a few cents of every dollar 
we take in. lf our prices continue 
frozen, and cost ut wages and

T h e exact point at w hich oper­ 
ating at a loss would start is a 
m atter of judgm ent. G overnm ent 
agencies and union leaders m ay 
have opinions as to where that 
iMiint is. 
But if they turn out to 
is* wrong, they can shrug their 
shoulders and say: "W e ll, it wasn't 
m y responsibility. J didn t make 
the decision.” 
T h e management of this C o m ­ 
pany cannot and w ill not say that. 
it dares not gamble. 
It has to Im* 
sure. C ontinuation of our aer vice 
to m illions of customers, the fu ­ 
ture jobs of thousands of em ­ 
ployes. and the safety of the in­ 
vestm ents of 39,000 stock holders 
depend on our m aking as correct a 
decision as is hum anly possible. 


What about future prices on 
farm machinery? 


'I'he judgment of H arveste r’* tnan- 
acem ent now isthat wecannot safe­ 
ly make the huge wage increase 
recommended bv the G overnm ent 
until the Governm ent authorizes 
adequate increases in the prices 
of farm m achinery to cover the 
resulting increased coala. 
T h a t is not a judgment that 
m akes us happy. 'I’he C om p any 
dt»es not want to raise prices. W e 
prefer to lower prices, when |h>s- 
sible, and we know our custom ers 
prefer to have us do th a t. W e have 
produced at 1942 prices, snd lusted 
we could continue to do so. We 
have delayed s«>cking general nru,e 
relief in the hope that it could tic 
avoided, 
N ow we are conv meed 
that it cannot tie avoided any 
longer T h e once question must 
be settled.
